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ORGANIZATION 

The  work  of  the  Normal  School  is  organized  as  follows : 
1.     The  Collegiate  Division,  in  which  these  courses  are 
offered : 

1.  Teachers'  Training  Course. 

2.  A  Primary  Training  Course. 

3.  A  Kindergarten  Course. 

Each  of  these  courses  extends  through  the  junior  and 
senior  years  of  the  Normal  School  and  leads  to  the  degree, 
Licentiate  of  Instruction,  (L.I.). 

II.  The  High  School  Division,  which  offers  the  academic 
work  of  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years  of  the  Normal 
School.  On  completion  of  these,  the  student  may  enter  upon 
one  of  the  courses  offered  in  the  Collegiate  division. 

III.  The  Review  Divison,  including  the  work  done  in: 

1.  The  Teachers'  Keview  Course. 

2.  The  Short  Keview  Course,  or  Spring  Keview. 

These  courses  are  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  stu- 
dents who  wish  to  review  rapidly  the  lower  branches.  The 
Teachers'  Keview  course  may  be^  completed  in  a  year  by  stu- 
dents of  sufficient  advancement.  No  credit  is  allowed,  but 
those  who  desire  it  may  receive  a  certificate  showing  the  work 
accomplished.  The  Short  Review  course  is  given  during  the 
spring  of  each  year.    It  is  the  regular  Spring  Keview. 

Collegiate  Division. 
ADMISSION 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Collegiate  Division 
of  the  Normal  School  are  the  same  as  for  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences;  that  is,  16  units  of  work  done  in  an  approved 
high  school.  A  certificate  of  graduation  from  such  a  school 
is  accepted.  Otherwise,  admission  can  be  secured  on  examina- 
tion upon  the  subjects  required  for  entrance. 

Teachers  who  hold  state  certificates  are  admitted  on  pre- 
sentation of  their  certificates. 

Applicants  for  admission  should  be  at  least  fifteen  years 
of  age,  and  must  be  able  to  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of 
good  moral  character. 


ADVANCED  STANDING  IN  COLLEGE 

Students  in  the  Normal  School  who  complete  any  one  of 
the  courses  offered  in  the  Collegiate  Division,  the  Teachers' 
Training,  Primary  Training,  or  Kindergarten  Training  course 
will  be  admitted  to  the  junior  class  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences.  In  this  way,  teachers  are  enabled  to  secure  their  pro- 
fessional training  and  the  bachelor's  degree  in  education  in 
four  years. 

NORMAL  DIPLOMAS  AS  STATE  CERTIFICATES 

Students  who  are  preparing  to  teach  will  be  interested  in 
the  recent  law  bearing  on  certification,  which  is  as  follows : 

Laws  of  Florida,  Chapter  6540,  No.  120. 
An  Act  to  Enable  Normal  School  and  College  Graduates  to 

Teach  and  Acquire  Certificates  in  this  State. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  all  graduates  of  the  normal  or  collegiate  depart- 
ments of  the  University  of  Florida  and  College  for  Women,  and  any 
other  colleges  and  Universities  in  this  State  that  will  submit  to  such 
inspection  and  regulation  as  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the 
State  Board  of  Control  may  prescribe,  are  hereby  granted  a  State 
certificate;  Provided,  that  one-fifth  of  the  time  of  the  Collegiate  De- 
partments be  devoted  to  professional  training;  and  Provided,  further, 
that  at  a  regular  examination  conducted  at  the  close  of  the  Junior 
and  Senior  years,  of  all  such  graduates  as  come  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  the  said  graduates  shall  make  a  general  average  of  not 
less  than  eighty-five  per  cent,  on  all  subjects,  with  a  grade  of  not  less 
than  sixty  per  cent  on  any  subject. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  making  it  appear  to  the  State  Superintendent 
that  he  or  she  has  taken  advantage  of  the  provisions  of  Section  1  of 
this  Act  shall  be  granted  a  State  Certificate. 

Sec.  3.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage  and  approval. 

Approved  June  8,  1913. 

THE   LAW   AS   APPLIED 

In  meeting  this  general  requirement  of  the  law,  the  fol- 
lowing courses  have  been  definitely  fixed  upon:  Education 
1,  or  possibly  3,  3  credits;  Education  2,  3  credits;  Psychology  1, 
3  credits.  In  addition  to  these  9  credits,  3  more  must  be  ob- 
tained in  other  courses  in  education,  philosophy,  and  psychol- 
ogy, or  the  special  method  courses.  In  these  special  method 
courses,  2  credits  will  be  allowed  in  home  economics  for  the 


present,  but  in  all  other  such  courses  only  one  credit  can  be 
allowed  in  any  one  department.  Under  no  condition  can  more 
than  two  credits  be  allowed  in  special  method  courses. 

COURSES  OFFERED 

TEACHERS'  TRAINING   COURSE 

This  course  furnishes  the  general  training  required  for  the 
schools,  including  an  academic  content  sufficient  to  meet  the 
demands  made  upon  the  teachers  in  the  schools  of  the  state. 
In  addition  to  the  class  work  required,  pupils  spend  a  definite 
amount  of  time  in  the  Training  school,  doing  observation  work 
mainly  for  the  first  year,  but  actually  teaching  classes  during 
the  second  year,  under  the  supervision  of  the  director  of  the 
Training  school. 

PRIMARY    TRAINING    COURSE 

The  plan  of  this  course  is  much  like  that  of  the  Teachers' 
and  Kindergarten  courses.  The  required  subjects  are  given 
elsewhere.  Definite  training  is  given  for  the  work  of  the  pri- 
mary grades,  including  actual  experience  under  expert  direct- 
tion  in  the  Training  school. 

KINDERGARTEN    TRAINING    COURSE 

The  kindergarten  is  included  in  the  public  system  of  the 
state.  This  course  is  designed  to  prepare  teachers  who  are 
thoroughly  equipped  for  the  work  of  the  kindergarten,  and 
for  those  primary  grades  which  may  successfully  use  a  trained 
kindergartener. 

Those  who  enter  upon  this  course  should  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age. 

The  students  who  take  this  course  spend  a  definite  amount 
of  time  in  the  kindergarten  in  observation  and  practice  work> 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Director.  Juniors  receive  one 
and  one-half  hours  credit  for  three  or  four  hours  spent  each 
week  in  this  work.  Seniors  receive  eight  hours  credit  for  the 
time  required  in  the  kindergarten  and  the  Training  school. 
Each  senior  student  plans  for  her  particular  group  of  children 
the  daily  program  which  is  revised  and  modified  by  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  kindergarten  before  it  is  used  with  the  children. 

Special  lectures  will  be  given  from  time  to  time  by  mem- 


bers  of  the  faculty,  including  lectures  on  the  Philosophy  of 
Froebel  by  President  Conradi,  and  the  Feeding  of  Children  by 
Miss  Harris,  Director  of  the  department  of  home  economics.

WORK  LEADING  TO  COLLEGE  DEGREES 

In  the  department  of  Education  in  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  full  provision  is  made  for  students  to  major  in 
Education  in  either  the  B.  S.  and  M.  S.  Courses  or  in  the  A.  B. 
and  A.  M.  Courses. 

College  High  School  Division. 

SCOPE  OF  WORK 

This  division  of  the  Normal  School  comprises  the  freshman 
and  sophomore  years.  It  is  the  equivalent  of  the  junior  and 
senior  high  school  years. 

ADMISSION 

For  admission  to  this  division,  the  student  must  present 
evidence  of  having  completed  the  work  of  the  tenth  grade,  or 
second  year  of  an  approved  high  school.  Otherwise  the  entrance 
examination  is  based  upon  the  work  usually  done  in  that  year.

Review  Division. 

This  division  of  the  Normal  School  includes  two  courses: 

I.  Teachers'  General  Eeview  or  Elementary  Professional. 

II.  Teachers'  Short  Eeview  or  Spring  Keview. 


Teachers'  General  Keview. 


This  course  includes  not  only  the  subjects  required  for 
teaching  in  the  elementary  schools,  but  also  such  professional 
subjects  as  help  to  make  efficient  teachers.  A  student  may 
complete  this  work  in  one  or  two  years  according  to  her  ad- 
vancement. It  meets  the  immediate  needs  of  the  rural  schools, 
and  is  not  intended  for  a  high  school  or  preparatory  course. 
A  certificate  for  work  accomplished  is  granted  by  the  Normal 
School  to  students  who  complete  this  course.  This  is  not  a 
teacher's  certificate  but  merely  a  certificate  of  work  accom- 
plished. 

Elementary  Propfesional  Course. 

The  Teachers'  General  Keview  course  is  the  same  as  the 
elementary  professional  course  outlined  in  previous  catalogues. 

ADMISSION 

All  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Keview  Courses  must 
be  at  least  fifteen  years  of  age,  and  give  satisfactory  evidence 
of  good  character.  They  must  present  teachers'  certificates, 
or  furnish  credentials  showing  they  have  completed  the  eighth 
grade  of  public  school  work.

Teachers'  Spring  Review. 

This  review  course  is  open  to  the  teachers  of  Florida 
every  spring,  and  continues  three  months.  Its  purpose  is  to 
give  an  opportunity  for  review  to  those  teachers  who  are  pre- 
paring for  the  examination  for  first  and  second  grade  certifi- 
cates. The  subjects  are  reviewed  from  the  beginning.  Stu- 
dents have  the  privilege  of  choosing  any  of  these  subjects,  but 
they  are  advised  to  select  only  a  part  of  the  work,  that  it  may 
be  done  thoroughly.  Some  special  courses  in  different  depart- 
ments of  the  Normal  School  will  be  given  if  there  is  a  suffi- 
cent  number  of  students  to  warrant  a  class.  Students  who 
are  pursuing  a  regular  course  will  not  be  permitted,  except 
by  special  permission,  to  enter  the  Short  Review  term.  There 
are  no  entrance  requirements. 

All  the  subjects  needed  in  the  June  examination  are  offered. 

Special  classes  are  provided  for  those  doing  review  work. 

Only  experienced  teachers  are  employed  for  these  Review 
Classes. 

All  students  have  special  library  advantages  and  privi- 
leges. 

All  students  may  take  extra  courses  in  music,  cooking, 
sewing,  physical  training  or  in  games  and  plays  to  be  used 
in  the  training  of  children. 

June  examinations  may  be  taken  in  Tallahassee  at  the  end 
of  Spring  Review. 

FACULTY. 

A  group  of  teachers  selected  from  the  regular  faculty  of 
the  Normal  School  will  have  charge  of  the  Spring  Review 
classes. 

Spring  Review  students  coming  in  two  weeks  before  March 
7,  may  take  advantage  of  the  Short  Course  in  Home  Economics 
and  State  School  for  Home  Demonstration  Agents.

REVIEW   IN   SPECIAL  SUBJECTS 

Mature  teachers  who  desire  to  matriculate  for  the  pur- 
pose of  pursuing  studies  required  for  a  state  primary  certif- 
icate may  do  so.  If  their  qualifications  are  such  as  to  place 
them  in  collegiate  rank  they  will  find  the  necessary  work  run- 
ning in  the  junior  and  senior  years  of  the  Normal  School. 
Under  other  conditions,  they  will  find  special  work  in  the 
Teachers'  General  Eeview. 

Any  mature  student  desiring  to  review  certain  studies 
to  prepare  for  a  state  certificate  can  pursue  a  special  course  for 
this  purpose.  All  the  subjects  cannot  be  followed  at  one 
time,  but  a  reasonable  course  can  be  arranged. 

All  teachers  will  be  interested  in  the  following  law  re- 
cently passed  by  the  legislature  of  Florida. 

NEW  SCHOOL  LAW  AS  TO  COUNTY  CERTIFI- 
CATES, AS  APPLIED  TO  STATE 
INSTITUTIONS. 

Section  1.  That  all  persons  who  complete  the  Elementary  Profes- 
sional Course  in  the  Normal  School  of  the  State  Institutions  of  Higher 
Learning  in  this  State  *  *  *  if  they  have  made  an  average  grade 
of  seventy-five  per  cent  in  all  studies,  be  granted  a  Third  Grade  Teach- 
ers' Certificate,  which  shall  be  good  for  two  years. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  who  completes  the  Freshman  year  of  the  Nor- 
mal School  of  the  State  Institutions  of  Higher  Learning  in  this  State 
*     *     *     shall,  if  they  have  made  an  average  grade  of  seventy-five  per 
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cent  in  all  studies,  be  granted  a  Second  Grade  Teachers'  Training  Certi- 
ficate, which  certificate  shall  be  good  for  four  years. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  who  completes  the  Sophomore  year  of  the  regular 
Normal  School  of  the  State  Institutions  of  Higher  Learning  in  this  State 
*  *  *  shall,  if  they  have  made  an  average  grade  of  eighty  per  cent 
in  all  studies,  be  granted  a  First  Grade  Teachers'  Training  Certificate, 
which  shall  be  good  for  five  years. 

********* 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  who  desires  to  take  advantage  of  the  provisions 
herein  shall  present  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
a  statement  defining  the  course  completed,  which  statement  shall  be 
signed  by  the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Dean  of  the  Normal 
Department  of  the  Institution  in  which  such  course  was  completed,  also 
shall  attest  the  good  moral  and  professional  character  of  the  applicant. 
On  receipt  of  said  statement,  the  State  Superintendent  shall,  if  satisfied 
that  the  provisions  of  this  Act  have  been  complied  with,  issue  a  teacher's 
training  certificate  to  the  applicant  as  herein  provided.  The  blanks  for 
such  statements  shall  be  furnished  upon  application  to  each  institution 
coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction. 

Sec.  7.  All  certificates  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are 
hereby  declared  legal  and  valid  and  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to 
teach  in  the  public  schools  of  this  State. 

Sec.  8.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  passage  and 
approval  by  the  Governor.

PLAN  OF  WORK 

The  forenoon  will  be  devoted  to  laboratory  work  in  sewing 
and  food  preparation.  The  lectures  and  demonstrations  will 
be  given  in  the  afternoon.  In  the  evening  there  will  be  illus- 
trated lectures,  plays  and  club  meetings.  The  lectures  will  be 
given  by  the  members  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Florida  State  Col- 
lege for  Women,  the  Extension  Division  of  the  University  of 
Florida,  and  Specialists  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.

HOME  ECONOMICS. 
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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

The  College  Summer  School  was  established  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature  in  1913.  Section  1  of  this  act  reads  in  part 
as  follows: 

"That  there  are  hereby  established  and  created  in  this 

state  three  Summer  Schools  to  be  located  as  follows  ( )  one 

in  connection  with  the  Florida  State  College  for  Women  at 
Tallahassee  ( )." 

Students  at  the  Summer  School  are  given  every  possible 
advantage  afforded  students  of  the  regular  session. 

All  subjects  for  state,  county  and  primary  examinations 
are  offered.  Examinations  may  be  taken  at  the  College  at 
the  end  of  the  summer  session. 

A  special  dormitory  is  provided  for  the  convenience  of  the 
men  attending. 

The  dining  hall  is  open  all  the  summer  session  for  students. 

The  entire  college  equipment  in  class-rooms,  laboratories, 
and  library  is  put  at  the  disposal  of  students. 

Expenses  for  the  whole  session  of  the  Summer  School  are 
moderate;  $4.00  board  per  week  or  $30.00  for  a  term  of  eight 
weeks ;  $1.00  damage  deposit,  to  be  returned  if  no  damages  are 
assessed,  and  $1.00  infirmary  fee. 

COLLEGE  AND  NORMAL  SCHOOL  CREDITS 

Students  desiring  the  credit  for  Summer  School  work  will 
be  interested  in  the  following  section  from  the  Summer  School 
Act: 

"All  wTork  performed  at  the  said  Summer  Schools  shall 
be  of  such  character  as  to  entitle  the  students  doing  the  same 
to  collegiate,  normal  or  professional  credit  therefor,  and  may 
he  applied  towards  making  a  degree." 

EXTENSION    OF    CERTIFICATES 

Students  desiring  to  have  their  present  certificates  ex- 
tended should  carefully  read  the  following  section  from  the 
same  act  and  the  appended  regulations  as  to  the  number  of 
studies  that  may  be  taken : 

"All  teachers  attending  any  one  of  the  Summer  Schools 
herein  created  and  whose  work  entitles  them  to  credit  there- 
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from  upon  making  proof  of  the  same  to  any  County  Superin- 
tendent in  this  State,  are  hereby  entitled  to  one  year's  exten- 
sion on  any  teacher's  certificate  they  may  hold  and  which  has 
not  fully  expired." 

Certificates  of  credit  making  proof  of  the  work  done  will 
be  granted  by  the  State  Superintendent  and  the  President 
of  the  Summer  School  only  to  those  teachers  who  attend  the 
full  term  and  whose  work  is  satisfactory. 

Graduate  students  can  do  work  in  education,  carrying 
credit  towards  a  Master's  degree.  All  students  of  sufficient 
academic  standing  will  be  given  collge  credit  for  work  done  in 
the  Summer  School,  provided  the  work  done  is  of  such  a  char- 
acter as  to  satisfy  the  head  of  the  department  under  whom 
credit  is  desired.  A  student  may  make  as  many  as  four  college 
credits  in  one  summer. 

Special  provision  for  the  social  interests  of  the  students 
will  be  made  by  the  staff  of  the  Summer  School. 

A  possible  student  activity  will  be  a  weekly  newspaper 
published  by  the  students  to  chronicle  the  events  of  the  Sum- 
mer School.  During  the  Summer  School  of  1915  the  students 
made  a  success  of  their  paper  called  the  "Summer  School  Stu- 
dent." 

REGULATIONS 

1.  No  teacher  seeking  extension  of  certificate  shall  be 
allowed  to  take  more  than  twenty  hours  per  week  of  purely 
academic  subjects. 

2.  No  teacher  seeking  extension  of  certificate  shall  take 
less  than  five  hours  per  week  of  professional  work. 

3.  The  maximum  number  of  hours  per  week,  including 
professional,  vocational  and  academic  subjects,  shall  in  no 
case,  exceed  twenty-seven.  Two  laboratory  hours  shall  count 
as  one  hour  of  academic  work. 

These  regulations  are  made  with  a  view  of  increasing  the 
value  of  the  courses  taken  by  limiting  the  number  of  hours  that 
may  be  taken  per  week. 
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TENTATIVE  ANNOUNCEMENT  OF   COURSES 

FOR  SPRING  REVIEW  AND  SUMMER 

SCHOOL,  1916. 

Only  starred  courses  will  be  given  in  Spring  Eeview.  All 
courses  will  be  offered  in  Summer  School. 

EDUCATION 

At  least  four  of  the  following  courses  in  education  will 
be  given : 

1.  History  of  Education. — A  course  in  the  general,  me- 
diaeval or  modern  phases  of  the  subject,  according  to  the  needs 
of  students. 

2.  Class  Room  Economy. — A  course  in  the  general  and 
specific  principles  of  class  management.    Four  hours. 

3.  The  Psychology  of  High  School  Subjects. — This  course 
will  take  up  the  psychological  principles  that  must  be  specifi- 
cally applied  to  high  school  subjects.    Four  hours. 

4.  Social  and  Economic  Factors. — This  course  is  meant 
to  give  students  a  grasp  of  those  social  and  economic  principles 
that  bear  closely  upon  school  questions.    Four  hours. 

5.  School  Administration  and  Supervision. — A  course  of- 
fered to  principals,  supervisors  and  superintendents,  and  to 
students  of  education  preparing  for  advanced  positions.  Four 
lours. 

*6.  Theory  and  Practice. — A  course  in  the  work  required 
for  county  examinations.     Two  hours. 

ENGLISH    AND    MODERN    LANGUAGES 

1.  English  Literature. — A  general  course  in  this  subject. 
Three  hours. 

2.  Rhetoric. — This  course  covers  all  the  most  important 
phases  of  this  subject.     Four  hours. 

*3.  Reading  and  Composition. — This  course  provides  for 
the  valuable  and  necessary  training  and  preparation  in  these 
subjects.     Five  hours. 

*4.  Grammar  and  Orthography. — This  course  provides  for 
the  required  drill  in  grammar  and  orthography.  Five  hours. 
5.  French  or  German. — A  beginner's  course,  stressing  the 
essentials  of  each  subject.    Four  hours. 
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LATIN 


1.  Beginner's  Latin. — This  course  presents  the  ground 
work  in  this  study  and  offers  opportunity  for  review.  Four 
hours. 

2.  Caesar. — This  is  essentially  a  course  in  making  stu- 
dents more  thorough  in  their  mastery  of  this  subject.  Four 
hours. 

3.  Virgil. — As  much  of  this  subject  will  be  covered  as  is 
needed  for  review  purposes  and  for  more  thorough  mastery  of 
this  subject.    Four  hours. 

7.  Methods  of  Latin. — A  short  course  of  training  in  the 
teaching  of  high  school  Latin.    Four  hours. 

MATHEMATICS 

*1.  Arithmetic. — A  thorough  review  and  drill  in  the  main 
principles.    Four  hours. 

*2.  Algebra. — Beginners'  algebra  and  advanced  algebra 
reviewed.    Each  four  hours. 

3.  Geometry. — A  thorough  drill  in  the  main  principles  of 
plane  geometry.    Four  hours. 

4.  Trigonometry. — A  review  and  training  course  in  the 
principles  of  plane  trigonometry.    Four  hours. 

PRIMARY    TRAINING 

1.  Primary  Methods. — This  course  develops  the  required 
theoretical  technic  of  primary  teaching.    Five  hours. 

2.  Nature  Study  and  Drawing. — This  course  trains  teach- 
ers to  utilize  their  environment  in  teaching  and  shows  them 
how  to  conduct  primary  drawing.    Five  hours. 

3.  Primary  Construction  Work. — The  purpose  of  this 
course  is  to  teach'  teachers  how  to  aid  their  pupils  to  use  their 
time  in  a  valuable  and  productive  way.    Five  hours. 

4.  Play  and  Games. — This  course  shows  teachers  how  to 
utilize  the  play  energy  of  children,  to  keep  them  happy  and 
natural  in  their  development.    Two  hours. 

Students  preparing  for  the  state  primary  examination  may  take  this  exam- 
ination at  the  College  at  the  close  of  the  Summer  School. 

SCIENCE 

*1.     Geography. — A  review  course  in  the  principles  of  the 
subject.  Four  hours. 
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*2.  Physical  Geography. — This  course  provides  the  re- 
quired drill  in  main  principles  of  this  subject.    Four  hours. 

*3.  Agriculture. — This  course  prepares  the  student  to  know 
the  subject  in  field  and  in  books.    Three  hours. 

4.  Horticulture. — This  course  is  enlivened  by  actual  work 
out-doors.  Students  are  grounded  in  the  principles.  Two 
hours. 

5.  Botany  and  Zoology. — Students  are  drilled  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  these  subjects.      Each  three  hours. 

6.  Physics. — Laboratory  experiments  are  used  to  demon- 
strate the  laws  of  this  science.  Students  are  drilled  in  under- 
standing principles.     Four  hours. 

7.  Physiology. — A  review  course  for  those  who  wish  to 
know  the  subject  intimately.     Two  hours. 

CIVICS  AND    HISTORY 

*1.  Florida  History  and  Civics. — A  comprehensive  course 
in  state  history  and  in  state  and  federal  government.  Four 
hours. 

2.  General  History. — A  rapid  review  of  the  main  epochs 
of  this  subject.    Four  hours. 

*3.  United  States  History. — This  course  covers  the  main 
issues  of  all  periods  of  American  history.    Four  hours. 

HOME    ECONOMICS 

1.  Domestic  Art. — A  general  course  for  beginners.  Two 
hours. 

2.  Domestic  Science. — A  general  course  for  beginners. 
Two  hours. 

PSYCHOLOGY    AND    ETHICS 

1.  General  Psychology. — This  is  a  non-technical  course  in 
psychology,  intended  for  those  just  beginning  the  subject. 

2.  Child  Study. — A  general  survey  of  the  facts  of  child 
life,  with  some  reference  to  experimental  methods. 

3.  Experimental  Psychology. — An  advanced  course,  deal- 
ing with  the  subject  from  the  standpoint  of  experimental 
methods. 

4.  Ethics. — A  general  course  in  the  subject,  especially 
adapted  to  teachers  doing  advanced  work. 
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5.     Social  Psychology. — This  course  deals  with  institutions 
as  social  activities  in  which  the  mental  life  of  a  people  is  or- 
ganized.    Considerable  attention    is    given    to    the    discipline 
which  the  Individual  Will  receives  in  the  process.

CORRESPONDENCE  WORK 

(Co-educational.) 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Control  provision  was 
made  for  offering  work  in  courses  in  the  Normal  School  and 
in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  to  students  by  correspon- 
dence. 

FACULTY 

The  staff  having  charge  of  correspondence  work  is  chosen 
from  the  regular  faculty  of  the  Florida  State  College  for 
Women. 

REGULATIONS. 

For  the  present  correspondence  work  will  be  offered  only 
to  such  students  as  live  in  Florida  and  as  have  already  reg- 
istered in  some  course  in  the  College  in  Spring  Review,  Sum- 
mer or  Regular  Collegiate  Year. 

Students  desiring  work  in  the  Normal  School  must  be 
graduates  of  the  tenth  grade  in  a  standard  Florida  high  school, 
or  must  have  done  work  equivalent  thereto. 

Students  desiring  work  in  the  college  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
must  be  graduates  of  a  standard  Florida  senior  high  school 
or  of  its  equivalent. 

Right  is  reserved  to  advise  any  student  applying  as  to 
whether  or  not  he  or  she  is  ready  to  really  get  something  out 
of  work  by  correspondence. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  do  by  correspondence  more 
than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  work  leading  to  any  degree.     In  all 
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cases  at  least  one  full  year  of  residence  is  required  for  the  L.  I., 
B.  S.  or  A.  B.  degree. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  do  by  correspondence  more 
than  fifty  per  cent  of  any  of  the  required  courses  leading  to 
any  degree. 

On  request,  a  statement  of  credits  will  be  given  by  the 
college  authorities  to  all  students  when  they  have  closed  up 
a  course  and  taken  an  examination  at  the  college  on  the  same. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  carry  more  than  one  major 
or  two  minor  courses  at  one  time.  A  major  course  carries  three 
hours  credit  per  semester.  A  minor  course  carries  one  and  a 
half  hours  credit  per  semester. 

Correspondence  work  may  be  begun  at  any  time  during  reg- 
ular college  year. 

Every  course  begun  must  be  closed  up  within  twelve 
months  in  order  to  insure  credit. 

It  is  recommended  that  correspondence  and  Summer 
School  work  be  combined. 

Correspondence  work  will  be  offered  only  during  the  regu- 
lar session  of  the  college.  Correspondence  courses  are  not  open 
for  work  from  the  middle  of  June  to  the  middle  of  September 
of  each  calendar  year. 

No  course  requiring  labratory  work  will  be  offered  unless 
a  student  has  access  to  a  laboratory  approved  by  the  college. 

Detailed  requirements  as  to  degrees  will  be  found  in  the 
regular  collge  catalogue.
